UNITED STATES.

[Reports to the Surgeon-General, Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service.]

Report from Vanceboro, Me.-Snzallpoz on Canadian border-Train
inspectwon.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Young reports, January 28, as follows:
Week ended 1January 26, 1907. Inspected 18 passenger trains, carry-

ing about 700 passengers; vaccinated, 72; accepted official certificates
of vaccination and nonexposure to infection in the case of 46 passen-
ers, all of whom came from the smallpox infected districts of- New
runswick and Nova Scotia.
This infected area is embraced in Kent County, New Brunswick,

Cumberland, Colchester, and Pictou counties, Nova Scotia, and Svd-
ney, Cape Breton. In Kent County the disease is largely amnong people
who are opposed to vaccination and impatient of restraint, and the
health officers arc making little progress in controlling the situation.
The health officer of Cumberlpnd County reports, January 28, that

the entii e county is infected. The districts infected are Springhiill,
Joggins, and River iehert, Maccan and Chignecto, Oxford, Oxford
Junction and Westchester, Parr.sboro and Sbore, Amherst and Pug-
wash. The disease is also in one or two points on the Oxford and
New Glasgow branch.
In Pictou Count,v the disease is epidemic in New Glasgow, West-

ville, and Blue Mountain. Isolated cases are scattered over both
counties.

Acting Assist4nt Surgeon Marsillan reports, January 28, as follows:
Week ended January 26, 1907. Bills of health issued to 9 vessels

cleared for ports in the United States. All in good sanitary condition
and no sickness on board; total personnel of crews, 230. No pas-
se!gers; no immune certificates issued. No vessels fumigated during
this week.
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No quarantinable disease has appeared at this port during the week.
The sanitary condition of the city is fair, and mosquitoes have

decreased in number.
The British steamship Albuera, which arrived at this port on January

16, with an unclean hill of health from Rio de Janeiro, was quarantinied
and fumigated by Cuban authorities as a precautionary measure.

No new cases of yellow fever were reported. The last reported case

in Habana was on December 31, 1906.
On January 23, 1907, the German steamship Dania arrived at this

port from Vigo, Spaini, with 2 cases of smallpox among the steerage
passengers. The vessel was remanded to Mariel quarantine station,
where all living quarters and holds were disinfected, 134 steerage pas-
sengers destined for Cuba vaccinated and held in detention, and 14
cabin and 67 steerage passengers destined for Mexico, to which place
the vessel was bound, allowed to reembark after the disinfection of
the vessel.
The itinerary of the Dania included Hamburg, Havre, Bilbao. and

Corunna.
Trhe vessel was bound for New Orleans via Cuban and Mexican ports.
From the ship's surgeon I obta ned the following information: Two

men reported sick on January 17, 1907, and both found to have small-
pox.
One man taken on at Havre, January 2, was found to be in the

pustular stage of the disease. He showed no marks of vaccination.
The other man embarked at Vigo, Spain, January 8, and when dis-
covered, was in the vesicular stage of the disease. He had had a pre-
vious vaccination and was again vaccinated on the second day of the
voyage from Vigo. The surgeon stated that he vaccinated every
member of the crew and all passengers January 17 after discovering
the 2 cases of smallpox.

All passengers and crew were carefully inspected and found to
have been recently vaccinated when a bill of health was issued for a
port in the United States via Mexican porte, January 26, 1907. A
note was made on this bill of health regarding the disinfection of the
vessel as certified to by the Cuban quarantine service
Tbis vessel is the fourth arriving recently with smallpox on board

or having had smallpox on board. Their history is as follows:
The German stvamship Kronprinzessin Cecilia, from Vera Cruz,

arrived Habana December 22, 1906. Chinaman developed smallpox
while in detention camp. Died at Las Animas.
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The Spanish steamship Puerto Rico, from Corunna, December 11,
via Porto Rican ports, arrived Puerto Padre January 2. Habana
January 4.
The Spanish steamship Manuel Calve sailed from Cadiz, Spain,

December 30; arrived at New York with 1 case varioloid. This case
was in a passenger from Malaga, taken sick January 7, 1907; cer-
tificatoe of disinfection by New York quarantine officer, January 14,
1907; vessel arrived Habana January 19, 1907, and was held in
quarantine to complete 14 days after disinfection at New York.
Thirty-four passengers bound for Cuba were placed in detention at
Mariel to complete 14 days from date of disinfection.
January -30. One case smallpox reported-Habana-case, child 4

years old residing near Las Animas Hospital.

Report from Santiago-Inspection and fumigation of vessels.

Sanitary conditon in italy.

The following is received from Consul-General Castro, at Rome,
under date of December 5, 1906:
The latest statistics in regard to the sanitary conditions of Italy,

published up to 1903, demonstrate the sanitary imiprovement of the
country. The improvement is due to the hygienic laws and regula-
tions enacted and enforced.

Mortality, which in 1887 was 28.78 per thousand, had in 1903 been
reduced to 22.25.
Infectious diseases have become less prevalent and serious. Death

by smallpox, which reached its maximum during the period of 1877
to 1899, rapidly decreased, and from 1898 to 1900 the rate was 10
deaths p3r million capita. In the years 19J1-190)3 there was a spread
of smallpox and the death rate in that latter year rose to 1.83 per
million, the highest since 1891. From that time on the death rate
steadily decreased.
The deaths from measles fell from 803 in 1887 to 220 in 1903; from

scarlet fever from 494 to 60; from enteric fever from 939 to 353;
from diphtheris from 952 to 123.
Deaths from malarial fever decreased from 710 to 258. Typhus

fever has almost entirely disappeared.
After 1894, in which year 21 cases of cholera occurred in the month

of January, there were no oth;^r deaths recorded from that cause.
The death rate due to grippe has, however, much increased. In the

three years 1887 to 1889, inclusive, there were registered only 18
deaths per million capita, while in the subsequent years it steadily
increased up to the number of 216 per inillion in 1903.

Seventy-one individuals, the maximum, died from rabies in 1890
and 55 in 1901. The improvement is no doubt due to the more
stringent measures of prophylaxis adopted.
Two thousand one hundred and one individuals died from tuber-

culosis in 1887 and 2,126 in 1888, while in 1902 there were registered
only 1,585 deaths, and 1,591 in 1903.
The same decrease is recorded in the death rate fronm diabetes,

enteritis, pulmonary, and skin diseases.
If divided into sections it is found that among infectious diseases

smallpox was most prevalent in the province of Puglia; measles in
Calabria, Basilicata, Sicily, and Abruzzi; scarlatina in Catlabria; diph-
theria in Lombardy, Tuscany, and Venice; enteric fever in Puglia,
Sicily, Marches, and Tuscany. Malarial fever caused very few deaths
in the northern part of the Roman Province, while in Sardinia the
death rate from that disease reached the number of 1,300, in the
Basilicata 150, in Puglia 95, and in Sicily 63 per 100,000 inhabitants.
The proportion of deaths from tuberculosis is highest in the

Genoese Province, being 216; in Lombardy 211, in Tuscany 181, and
in the Roman Province 180 per 100,000 inhabitants.
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Pellagra is mostly confined to northern Italy, the death rate being
30 in Venice, 26 in Unibria, 19 in the Marches, 16 in Ewilia, 15 in
Lombardy, 5 in Tuscany, 2 in Piedmont and the Roman provinces,
and 1 in the Abruzzi, per 100,000.
